Arbor circiter 8 m alta, coma subrotunda, trunco circa 15 cm diametiente- 
cortice cinereo obtecto. Ramuli teretes rectiusculi erecto-patentes; hornotini 
olivaceo-virides primo minutissime cinereo-pubescentes, deinde glabrescentes 
annotini castanei vel olivaceo-virides, glabri nitentes, 20-65 cm longi medio 3-6' 
mm crassi; vetustiores cinerascentes. Lignum nudum vibicibus conspersurm 
Folia recentissima e vernatione relaxata utrinque (subtus densius) albo- 
pubescentia, margine (supremo excepto) evidenter revoluta (quasi modo Salicis 
sachalinensis). Cataphylla sterilium ramulorum viridia penninervia stipulifera,. 
margine fere integra, brevissime petiolata, supra costa sub lente postice minutis¬ 
sime pubescente excepta glabra, subtus in inferioribus dense adpresseque albo- 
villosissima et in superioribus villoso-sericea; prima elliptica ad anguste elliptica,.

Amenta $ subcoaetanea, anguste cylindracea apice obtusissima, recta vel leviter 
curvula, sub anthesi 2.9-3.3 cm longa 1.0-1. lcm crassa, rhachidibus dense 
pubescentibus, pedunculis minutissime sericeo-pubescentibus 3-10 mm longis. 
Cataphylla pedunculorum 3-5, forma indumentoque fere sterilium, 11-31 mm 
longa 4.0-9.5 mm lata. FI. bracteolae oblongae antice acutae ad summum 
obtusae nonnumquam obtusissimae, interdum prope basin paulum constrictae, 
infima parte pallide viridi excepta nigrae, utrinque dense albo-villosae, villis ad 
2 mm longis, 2.3-2.7 mm longae 0.7-0.9 mm latae. Glandula una ventralis flava, 
ovato-rectangularis apice truncata, 0.6-0.7 mm longa, 0.3-0.4 mm lata. Ovaria 
viridia dense albo-sericea, ex ovata basi anguste conica apice in stylum acuminata, 
2.2-2.5 mm longa 0.9 mm crassa; stylis flavo-viridibus paulo obcompressis 1.0-1.5 
mm longis inferne pilosis; stipitibus albo-pubescentibus 0.8-1.4 mm longis.
